citizens who contribute heavily to 
the support of these schools that 
would like to have some informa­ 
tion occasionally concerning other 
departments. 
They want to know 
ii the schools are really function­ 
ing along other lines and what 
the prospects are for sn education 
for those who are either unable 
or unwilling to join the team. 
No doubt there are many citi­ 
zens who have been made to be­ 
lieve that the coach is a bigger 
man than the president and more 
important than any other mem­ 
ber of the faculty. 
If this isn’t 
so it is up to the newspapers to 
set them right. 
Why not use a little discretion 
in promoting sports in our schools? 
It is within the power of the news­ 
papers to cure colloge sports of 
commercialism and to bring into 
more prominence other and more 
important 
phases of school life. 
Before they do it, however, they 
will have to put a choker on the

From Humble Beginning Oldest State 
School Has Advanced to One of Best; 
Established Under M orrill Act Inl862 


The A gricultural and M echani­ 
cal College of T exas o f to d ay w ith 
its branches and the various ram i­ 
fications of its service, rep resen ts 
a fa r cry from th e in stitu tio n th a t 
opened its doors fo r th e reception 
of stu d en ts fo r the first tim e Oct. 
4, 1870. 
Six 
students presented 
them selves fo r enrollm ent on th at 
day and th ey found a fa cu lty of 
seven m em bers to g reet them . 
Be­ 
fo re the first y ear of th e college 
was over, how ever, the reg istratio n 
of stu d en ts had reached 106. 
Today, ju s t en terin g the first 
year of its second half-cen tu ry of 
service, the m ain college o f fhe 
A. and M. system a t College S ta­ 
tion showed before the cud of the 
second week a total en ro llm en t 
fo r the academ ic year of 1926- 
27 or m ore th an 2300 students. 
O f these 950 w ere freshm en, rep ­ 
resen tin g from th e sta rt by fa r the 
larg est freshm an class in the his­ 
to ry o f th e college. 
Indications 
are th a t before the reg u lar session 
has ended, the to tal enrollm ent at 
the m ain college will be 2500 w ith 
the freshm an reg istratio n reach ­ 
ing 1,000. 
The enrollm ent 
so fa r a t the 
main college is und er th e to ta l for 
the en tire academ ic year a t 1924- 
25, the larg est in the histo ry of 
the school, by less than IOO. 
The 
to tal fo r 1924-25 was 2399, of 
which 886 w ere freshm en. 
Until 
this year 1924-25 has held the 
record both in to tal and freshm an 
enrollm ent. 
The freshm an en ro ll­ 
m ent this y ear has already forged 
considerably ahead of the 1924-25 
record, how ever, and a new record 
in to ta l enrollm ent is indicated on 
the face of the reg istratio n alread y 
m ade. 
The initial fa cu lty of the m ain 
college, seven in num ber, seem s 
inconsiderable num erically w hen 
com pared w ith th e 190 m em bers 
c f the fa-culty o f today. 
B u t the 
figures on reg istratio n and facu lty 
personnel illu strate only in a m i­ 
nor w ay th e real grow th of th 
college. 
The big story o f the ex­ 
pansion of the in stitu tio n is found 
in the grow th o f its field of serv­ 
ice. 
In citing this expansion in 
service th rough 
the years, sight 
should n o t he lost of the fa c t th a t 
even in the beginning th e schem e 
of the plan fo r the college laid 
the fo undation 
fo r thi< grow th. 
The beginning of the college, from 
the stan d p o in t of physical aspect, 
was, in com parison w ith th e physi­ 
cal p lan t of today, an hum ble one. 
B ut the educational principles and 
the schem e o f service em bodied in 
the cornerstone of the in stitution 
laid the ground w ork fo r and con­ 
tem plated the g re a t expansion in 
service th a t has come about with 
the years. 
The A g ricu ltu ral and M echani­ 
cal College o f Texas is one of the 
first of the so-called Land G rant 
t oileges, established in co n fo rm itj 
with an A ct of C ongress approved 
by P resid en t Lincoln July 2, 1862. 
The law und er which it w as estab 
lished is know n as the M orrill Ac! 
in honor o f its author, Senatoi 
Ju stin S. M orrill of V erm ont. 
It 
was only a fte r a determ ined and 
valiant 
fig h t carried 
on over 
period of five years and in the 
face of m uch opposition th at Sen­ 
ato r M orrill succeeded in bringing 
about the passage of the A ct. 
This 
law provided fo r the donation of 
public lands to the several S tates 
and T errito ries which m ight pro­ 
vide colleges fo r the b en efit of 
ag ricu ltu re and the m echanic arts. 
The provisions o f the law relative 
to the course of ttu d y to be p u r­ 
sued, while specific in designating 
th at ag ricu ltu re, the m echanic a rts 
and m ilitary 
tactics 
should 
be 
tau g h t, w ere also broad enough to 
include a general academ ic educa­ 
tion. 
T hus the Land G ran t college 
had from the very beginning a 
broad and generous educational 
scope. 
The Texas L egislature accepted 
the provisions o f the Land G ran t 
A ct Nov. I, 1866, and an A ct pro­ 
viding fo r the establishm ent o f 
the A gricultural and M echanical 
College of Texas w as passed A pril 
17, 1871. 
A locating commission 
was authorized to select perm a­ 
nent site fo r the institution and 
a fte r careful investigation accept- 
d th e o ffe r 
of the citizens of 
Brazos county and located the col­ 
lege on its present site, five m iles 
outh of B ryan, a t th at tim e, how-

ever, the cam pus 
included only 
2410 acres. 
From such a begin­ 
ning th e cam pus has grown until 
the land owned a t the main col­ 
lege, cam pus, and adjoining farm s, 
com prises 3108 acres. 
It is of interest to note in pass­ 
ing th a t other A cts of the Legisla­ 
ture, passed in 1871, 1874, and 
1875, provided funds to erect and 
and equip college 
buildings 
and 
outlined th e regulation of the col­ 
lege governm ent. 
The C onstitu­ 
tional Convention of 1876 provid­ 
ed th a t th e Legislature should have 
the rig h t to levy taxes fo r the 
m aintenance and 
support of the 
collage. 
On Ju n e I, 1875, th e m eeting 
o f the first board of directors of 
the college 
was held a t B ryan. 
This board included G overnor R ich­ 
ard Coke, Lieutenant G overnor R. 
B. H ubbard, Speaker o f the House 
Guy M. B ryan, B. H. Davis and 
C. H. West. 
The firs t faculty was nam ed at 
the next m eeting of the board on 
Ju ly 16, 1876, more th an a year 
later. 
The members of this initial 
faculty included: 
Thom as S. Gathright, 
A. M., 
president and professor of mental 
and m oral philosophy and belles- 
lettres. 
A lexander Hogg, A. M., profes­ 
sor of pure mathematics. 
R. Vv\ P. M orris, professor of 
applied 
m athem atics, 
mechanics 
and m ilitary tactics. 
John T. Hand, A. M., professor 
of ancient languages and litera­ 
ture. 
C. P B. Martin, D. D., profes­ 
sor o f chem istry, natural sciences 
and p ractical agriculture. 
W m. A. Banks, A. M., professor 
of m odern languages and English 
literatu re. 
G eneral H am ilton P. Bee, stew ­ 
ard and sup erin ten d en t 
of 
the 
farm . * 
A survey 
oi tne 
educational 
field covered by the subjects to 
the teaching of which the efforts 
of this firs t facu lty were directed 
discloses the 
basic groundwork 
from which the p resen t extensive 
and highly enlarged field of in 
stru ctio n has been developed. Thin 
expansion has been so pronounc­ 
ed, how ever, th a t the A. and M. 
of today presents a vastly differ­ 
e n t in stitution from that which 
registered six students on its open­ 
ing day in 1876. 
So w idespread is th e work of 
A. and M. today th a t th e range 
of the college’s activities has come 
to be know as the A. and M. sys­ 
tem . 
U ntil 1881, w hen the Prai­ 
rie View 8 tate N orm al College, 
fo r negroes, was established, the 
college operated as a single insti­ 
tu tio n , centralized on th e campus 
south of B ryan and housed in only 
a few buildings. 
The P rairie View 
school was established under the 
term s of an A ct o f the S tate Leg­ 
islature of A ugust, 1876. 
This 
was in keeping w ith the provis-i 
ions of the M orrill, or Land Grant 
A ct, which specified th ^ t provis­ 
ions should be m ade fo r the in­ 
stru ctio n of negroes as well as 
w hites by Land G ran t colleges. 
The P rairie View school was plac­ 
ed under the direction o f the A. 
and M. board and has remained 
from the beginning und er such 
direction. 
D espite this increase In scope 
and the additional expansion that 
came w hen the w ork of the Texas 
A g ricu ltu ral E xperim ent 
Station 
becam e a p a rt of the college fo l­ 
low ing th e passage a f th e Hatch 
A ct in 1&87, the college continu­ 
ed until well a fte r 1900 a com­ 
paratively sm all institu tio n . 
The 
stu d en t 
body 
showed a gradual 
grow th b u t lack of facilities to 
house them a t tim es m ade it nec­ 
essary to lim it the n um ber accept­ 
ed. 
F or th e year 1910-11, the reg­ 
istratio n fo r the 
en tire session 
passed 
1,000 fo r the first time 
in the history of the college, being 
1158 fo r th a t year. 
It has never 
since dropped below 1,000. 
Since 
1817-18, it has never been below 
2,000 and fo r m ost of the years 
since th en has been in excess of 
3,000. 
The total registration fo r 
the p resen t year, regular session 
and sum m er course, is expected to 
reach 5,000. 
The A. and M. system of edu­ 
cation to d ay includes th e main 
college u t College S tation, 
two 
ju n io r branch colleges a t Stephen­ 
ville and A rlington, the Prairie 
View school, 
branch college for 
negroes; the Texas Agricultural 
E xperim ent S tation system , cen­ 
tralized a t the m ain college, and 
the A gricultural E xtension Serv­ 
ice, also centralized at the main 
college. 
In addition the work of 
the S tate F o restry 
Department, 
Feed C ontrol, S tate chemist, and 
S tate entom ologist 
is carried on 
from and in conjunction with the 
college. 
T hus the college, through 
the m ain institution, its branches 
and its various correlated services, 
reaches o u t in a vital and ma­ 
terially helpful way to all the peo 
pie of th e whole state, 
In expansion of established work 
and scope of new endeavor, A. and 
M. has registered its most phenom­ 
enal grow th in the last h alf of its 
fifty years o f history. 
The more 
m arked strid es have come within a 
sh in ier period than th at, having 
been registered, 
gen erally speak­ 
ing, d u ring the last ten to twelve 
years.

2. 1874. 
On Fob. 8, 1875, $32,- 
000 was appropriated, on June 24, 
1876, $40,000, and on July 28, 
1876, $40,000. This represented a 
total of $227,000 appropriated, all 
for buildings, prior to tho opening 
of the college on Oct. 4, 1876. 
The next appropriation 
was for 
$7,500 for maintenance and sup­ 
port for the year 
ending Feb.

All told, the State Legislature 
has appropriated a total of $12,- 
400,378 for support and mainten­ 
ance and for buildings for the A.
